“MILLER TALKS ON 
HOME INVASION 


AND CITY JOBS 


Declares Homes Must Be 
Protected From Unrea- 
sonable Search Under 
Guise of Public Authority 


“CAPABLE 
NEED HAVE NO FEAR” 


Says That if He Indiscrim- 
inately Discharged City 
Hall Workers, He Would 
Be Violating Charter. 


Vietor J. Miller, Republican nom. 
inee for Mayor, devoted two ad- 
dresses last night to “mending 
fences” in the Republican: party 
which-. were weakened by his vic- 
tory in the Primary over all organ- 
ization strength. 

He addressed about 1500 persons 
in his two appearances, the’ first 
at’ Concordia Hall, Thirteenth and 
Arsenal streets, and the second at 
Harmony Hall, Kingshighway and 
Murdock avenue. 

Miller discussed the classified 
Service of the city and took occa- 
sion to promise city employes that 
they would not be discriminated 
against because of “political or re- 
ligious opinions or affiliations.” He 
then discussed the inviolability of 
the home, pointing out that his 
sreat-great-grandfather was a del. 
egate to the convention which rati- 
fied the Constitution of the ‘United 
States, “which guarantees our 
homes against invasion.” 

“The home must be protected,” 
Miller said, “both from invasion by 
criminals and by invasion under 
the guise of public authority. Un- 
reasonable searches and seizures 
are prohibited bv our Conatitution, 
and when government violates the 
sanctity of the home, tt ceases to 
be government. We have many 
individual ideas in Amertea. ' As 
long as an individual does not 
allow his ideas to interfere with 
the rights of others, he should he 
free to enjoy them.
